FEEMPyrS GOOD lUGK! 


The Old General Faints When In- 
formed That the Government 
is Indebted to Iliin in the 
iSnm of S»1,000. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Second comp- 
troller of the treasuiy department has 
just discovered that the government is 
indebted to General John 0. Fremont 
in the sum of $21,000. 


For many years the treasury depart- 
ment has charged General Fremont 
with 819,000 for -which it was thought 
no voucher had been issued. 
When 
General Fremont had been placed upon 
the retired list under special act of con- 
gress recently he called at the treasury 
department to say that if his pay was 
held back to make up this $19,000 bal- 
ance, he would be left in want. 


A few days ago he called on the 
second comptroller to see what conclu- 
sion had been reached. The second 
comptroller told him that the two 
vouchers had been discovered which 
proved that instead of a debt of $19,000, 
there was a credit of $21,000 in his ac- 
count. 
The news was so startling that 
General Fremont fainted. A warrant 
for the amount due him has been 
delivered to General Fremont.

(Street Pavlns to Be Commenced Early 
Next Week—A IToree of Sien 
ArriTe From 
Detroit. 


The laying of cedar block pavements 
on many of the streets this summer 
will cause a great deal of confusion, 
and give the city a tom-up appearance. 
The work on a greater portiotfof the 
contracts will be simultaneously in pro- 
gress, not, however, to the great inter- 
ference of travel. 


The Talbot Paving company, of De- 
troit, have the largest amount of pave- 
ment to lay, their contracts represent- 
ing nearly 70,000 square yards of cedar 
block. The company will commence 
upon their first contract. West Jefferson 
street, Monday or Tuesday next, a large 
force of men having already arriv^ in 
the city to-day to begin the work. It 
will not be long before this company 
will have one hundred and fifty men 
employed in this city. 


The Talbot company, on contracts so 
far secured, will lay cedar blocks on the 
following streets: 
Jefferson 
(West), 
11,892 feet; Wallace, 4,807 feet; Fair- 
field avenue, 10,666 feet; Washington, 
2,660 feet; Broadway, 15,075 feet; Han- 
na, 16,300 feet; Harmer, 430 feet; Har- 
rison, 4^300 feet. 


The company has filed eight bonds, 
in the sum of $10,000 each, for the ful- 
fillment of its contract in paving these 
streets, F. C. Brase, William MoeUer- 
ing and James Woulfe are sureties. 


Mr. Joseph Derheimer will receive 
the contract for paving about 30,000 
square yards with cedar blocks, his bids 
to be approved at the next council meet- 
ing, on Tuesday evening. 
He will have 
work commenced on his contracts with- 
out delay.

His Text Taken from Job: "I Am Bscaped 
With the Skin of My Teeth." Weary 
Xaborers 
Can Find 
Peace in God's 
Haven. 


In the Academy of Music, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
on Sunday morning. May 4, after the Long- 
meier Doxology and appropriate 
hymns 
been sung by the congregation and 
prayers had beent offered, Dr. Talmage 
preached on "Narrow Escapes," taking as 
nis text Job xix. 20: "I am escaped with 
the skin of my teeth." 
Following Is his ser- 
mon in full: 


Job had it hard. 
What with boils and be- 
reavement and bankruptcy, and a fool of a 
wife, he wished he was dead; and I do not 
blame him. His flesh w^as gone, and his 
bones were drj'. His teeth wasted away 
until nothing but the enamel seemed left. 
He cries out, "I am escaped with the skin 
of my teeth." 
There has been some differ- 
ence of opinion about this passage. St. 
Jerome and Schultens, and Drs, Good and 
Poole and Barnes, have all tried their for- 
ps on Job's teeth. You deny my interpre- 
tion, and say, "What did Job know about 
e enamel of the teeth?" 
He knew every- 
ing about it. 
Dental surgery is almost as

Horace 
and Solomon and Mosos wrote 
about these important factors of the body. 
To 
other provoking 
complaints. Job, I 
think, has added an exasperating tooth- 
ache, and putting his liand against his in- 
flamed face, he says. "I am escaped with 
the skin of my teeth." 


A very narrow escape, you say, for Job's 
body and soul; but there are thousands of 
men who make just as narrow escape for 
their soul. 
There was a time when the 
partition between them and ruin was no 
thicker than a tooth's enamel; but as Job 
finally escaped, so have they. 
Thank God! 
Thank God! 


Paul expresses the same idea by a differ- 
ent figure when he says that some people 
are "saved as by fire." A A-essel at sea is in 
flames. 
Y'ou go to the stern of the vessel. 
The boats have shoved olT. The Hames ad- 
v a n c e ; you can endure the heat no longer 
your face. You slide down on the side 
5f the vessel, and hold on Avith your fingers 
[until the forked tongue of the lire begins to 
' lick the baok of j-our hand, and 3-ou feel 
that you must fall, when one of the lifeboats 
incomes back, and the passengers say they j ^

Irons and split timbers that lie on the beach 
at Coney Island as a specimen of an Amer- 
ican ship. It is time Ave draw a line be- 
tween religion and the frailties of those 
•who profess it. 


Do you not feel that the Bible,, take it all 
in all, is about the best book that the world 
has ever seen? 
Do you know any book that 
has as much in it? Do you think, upon the 
whole that its influence has been beneficial? 
I come to you with both hands extended 
toward you. In one hand I have the Bible, 
in the other I have nothing. 
This Bible in 
one hand I will surrender forever just as 
soon as in my other hand you can put a 
book that is better. 
To-day I invite you 
back into the good old religion Of your 
fathers—to the God whom they worshiped, 
to the Bible they read, to the promises on 
which they learned, to the cross on which 
they hung their eternal expectations. You 
have not beeii happy a day since you swung 
off; you will not be happy a minute until 
you sAving back. 


Again: 
There may be some of you who, 
in the attempt after a Christian life, will 
have to run against powerful passions and 
appetites. 
Perhaps it is a disposition to 
anger that you have to contend 
against, 
and perhaps, while in a very serious mood, 
you hear of something that makes you feel 
that you must swear or die. I know a 
Christian man who was once so exasper- 
ated that he said to a mean customer, "I 
cannot SAvear at you myself, for I am a 
member of the church; but if you go down 
stairs my partner in business will swear at 
you." 
AU your good resolutions heretofore 
iiave been torn to tatters by explosion of 
temper. 
Now there is no harm in getting 


You need 


to bridle and saddle those hot breathed 
passions, and with them ride down injus- 
tice and wrong. 
There are a thousand 
things in the Avorld that we ought to be mad 
at. 
There is no harm in getting red hot if 
you only bring to the forge that which needs 
hammering. 
A man who has no power of 
righteous indignation is an imbecile. 
But 
be sure it is a righteous indignation, and 
not a petulancy that blurs and unravels and 
depletes the soul. 


There is a large class of persons in mid- 
life who haA'e still in them appetites 
that 
Avere aroused in early manhood, at a time 
Avhen they prided themselves on being a 
"little fast." "high livers," "free and easy," 
"hail fellows Avell met." 
They are noAV pay- 
ing. in compound interest, for troubles they 
collected twenty years ago. 
Some of you 
are trying to escape, and you Avill—yet very 
narroAvly, "as Avith the skin of your teeth." 
God and your OAvn soul only know Avhat the 
struggle 'is. 
Omnipotent grace has pulled 
out many a soul that Avas deeper in the mire 
than you are. 
They line the beach of 
heaven—the 
multitude 
Avhom 
God has 
rescucd from tlie thrall of suicidal habits. 


[boatsAVings under you—you drop into it 
you are saA-ed. So some men are pursued 
by temptation until they are partially con- 
sumed, but. after all, get off—"saved as by 
ilre." But I like the iigure of Job a little 
better than that of Paul, because the pulpit 
has not -worn it out; and I want to show you, 
if God will help, that some men make nar- 
row escape for their souls, and ara ss,A'ed as 
"with the skin of their teeth." 
' 
It is as easy for some people to look to 
the cross as for you to look to this pulpit. 
Mild, gentle, tract^ible, loving, you expect 
them to beeojîio Christians. 
You go over 
to the store and say: 
"Grandon joined the 
church yesterday." 
Your business com- 
rades say: 
"That is just Avhat might haA'e 
been expected; lie always Avas of that turn 
of mind." In youth this person whom I 
describe was ahvaA-^s good. 
Ho never broke 
things. He ncA^er lauglied Avhen it Avas im- 
proper to laugh. 
At 7 he could sit an hour 
church, perfectly quiet, looking neither 
to the right hand nor to the left, but straight 
into the eyes of the minister, as though he 
understood the Avhole discussion about the 
eternal decrees. He never upset things nor 
lost them. He floated into the kingdom of 
God so gradually that it is uncertain just 
when the matter Avas decided. 


Here is another one, Avho started in life 
With an uncontrollable spirit. 
He kept the 
nursery in an uproar. 
His mother found 
him Avalking on the edge of the house roof 
to see if he could balance himself. 
There 
was no horse that h(3 dared not ride—no 
tree he could not climb. 
His boyhood Avas 
a long series of predicaments; his manhood 
reckless; his midlife very Avayward. 
But 
now he is converted, and you go over to the 
store and say, "Arkwright joinod the church 
yesterday." 
Your friends say, "It is not 
possible I You must be joking." 
You say, 
"No; X t<;il you the truth. 
Ho joined the 
church." 
Then they reply, "There is hope 
for any of us if old ArkAvright has become a 
¡Christian!" 
In other Avords, Ave will admit 
that it is more difficult for some men to ac- 
I cept the Gospel than for others. 


I may be preaching to some Avho have cut 
loose from churches and Bibles and Sun- 
lays, and who have come in here Avith no 
Intention of becoming Christians them- 
selves, but just to see Avhat is going on; and 
yet you may ilnd yourself escaping, before 
you leave this house, as "with the skin of 
your teeth." 
I do not expect to Avaste this 
hour. I haA-e seen boats go off from Cape 
May or Long Branch, and drop their nets, 
and after awhile come ashore pulling in the 
nets, Avithout having caught a single fish. 
It was not a good day, or they had not the 
right kind of a net. But we expect no such 
excursion to-day. 
The water is full of lish, 
the wind is in the right direction, the Gos- 
pel net is strong. 
Oh thou Avho didst help 
Simon and Andrew to flsh, show us to-day 
how to cast the net on the right side of the 
ship! 


Some of you, in coming to God, will have 
to run against slceptical notions. It is use- 
less for people to saj- sharp and cutting 
things to those Avho reject the Christian 
religion. 
I cannot say such things. 
By 
Whit proccss of temptation or trial or be- 
trayal you have come to your present state, 
71 know not. 
There are two gates to your 
nature; the gate of the head and the gate of 
the heart. 
The gate of your liead is locked 
with bolts and b;lr.s tJiat an archangel could 
ot break, but the gate of your heart SAvings 
asily on its hinges. If I assaulted your 
ody AA'ith Aveapons, you Avould meet me 
With Aveapons, and it Avould be SAVord 
stroke for sAvord stroke, and wound for 
wound, and blood for blood: but if I come 
and knock at the door of your house, you 
open it, and give me the b^st seat in your 
parlor. If I should come at you now Avith 
an argument, you would ansAver me Avith an 
argument; if Avith sarcasm, you Avould an- 
swer me Avith sarcasm; blow for bloAV, 
stroke for stroke; ¡mt Avhen I come and 
knock at the door of your heart, you open 
it and say, "Come in, my brother, and tell 
me all you know about Christ and heaven," 


Listen to two or three questions: Are 
you as happy as you used to be Aviien you 
believed in the truth of the Christian re- 
ligion? 
Would you like to have your chil- 
dren travel on in the road in Avhich you are 


N O A V traveling? You had a relatiA'e 
AA'IIO 
professed to be a Christian, and A\'as thor- 
oughly consistent, livin'g and dying in the 
faith of the Gospel. 
Would you not like to 
live the same quiet life, and die the same 
peaceful death ? :^haA'e a letter, sent me by 
one who has rejected the Christian religion. 
It says : "I am old enough to knoAV that the 
joys and pleasures of life are CA'anescent, 
and to realize the fact that it must be com- 
fortable in old age to belieA'e in something 
relatiA-e to the future, and to have a faith in 
some system that proposes to save. I am 
free to confess that I Avould be happier if I 
could exercise the simple and beautiful 
faith that is possessed by many Avhom I 
knoAV. I am not Avillingly out of the church 
or out of the faith. My state of uncertainty 
is one of unrest. 
Sometimes I doubt my 
.immortality, and look u7:>on the death-bed 
as the closing scene, after Avhich there is 
othing. 
What shall I do that I have not 
one." 
Ah! skepticism is a dark and doleful land, 
let me say that the Bible is either true or 
Ise. If it be false, we are as well off as 
ou; if it be true, then Avhich of us is safer? 
Iiet me also ask Avhether your trouble has 
not been that you confounded Christianity 
ith the inconsistent character of some 
ho profess it. You are a laAvyer. In your 
ofession there are mean and dishonest 
men. Is that anything against the law? 
You are a doctor. 
There are unskilled and 
contemptible men in your profession. Is 
that an;^hing against medicine? You are 
a merchant. 
There are thieves and de- 
frauders in your business. Is that anything 
g a i n s t merchandise? 
Behold, then, the 
unfairziess of charging upon Christianity 
the wickedness of its disciples. 
We. admit 
fiome charges against those who profess re- 


So^e of the mos3t gigantic swindles of.the 
present day have been carried on by mem- 
bers çf the church. There are men stand- 
ing in';front rank In the churches Avho would 
not be'trusted for five dollars without good 
collateral security. They leave their busi- 
i ness dishonesties In the vestibule of the 
cbureb as they go in and sit at the com- 
mani^Q' Ha\ang conehided the sacramént, 
tbey lget up, vipe the wine from their lips, go 
' out and take up their sins whero they left 
; To serve the devil is théir regular 
; to serve God. a sort oi play . spélL 
ttSvnday sponge they expect to Wipe 
'their^fousiness slate . all the :pa8t 
listencies. Tou have no more 
«Hcli a^an's.llfeasa«^0Ïiàéiai 
mutretotàke 


Aveakness of human help! 3Ien will sym- 
pathize for aAvhile and then turn you off. If 
you ask for their pardon they AA'ill giA'e it 
and say they Avill try you again; but, falling 
away again under the poAvei' of temijtation, 
they oast yovi off forever. 
But Ood for- 
gives seveni J- times seven ; yea, seven 
hundred times; yea. though this be the ten 
thousandth time. 
He i.s more earnest, more 
sympathetic, more helpful this last time 
than Avhen you took your first misstep. 


If, with all the influences favorable for a 
right life, men make so many mistakes,how 
much harder is it when, for instance, some 
appetite thrusts its iron grapple into the 
roots of the tongue, and pulls a man doAvn 
with hands of destruction! If, under such 
circumstances, he break aAvay, there will 
be no sport in the undertaking, no holiday 
enjoyment, l^jit a struggle in AA'hich thè 
Avrestlers move from side to side, and bend 
and tAvist, and Avatch for an opportunity to 
get in aheaA'ier stroke, until with one final 
effort, in Avhich the muscles are* distended, 
and the veins stand out, and the blood 
starts, the SAvarthy habit falls under the 
knee of the Aictor—escaped at last as "with 
the skin of his teeth." 


The ship Emma. Iw^und from Gottenburg 
to HarAvich, Avas sailing on,'lAvhcn the man 
on the lookout saAV something that he pro- 
nounced a A'essel bottom up. There Avas 
something on it that looked like a sea gull, 
but Avas aftei-Avards found to be a waA'ing 
handkerchief. In the small boat the creAV 
pushed out to the Avreck. and found that it 
Avas a c-apsized A-essel, and that three men 
had been digging their way out through 
the bottom of the ship. 
When the A'essel 
capsized they had no means of escape. 
The Captain 
took his penknife and dug 
away through the planks until his knife 
broke. 
Then an old nail AA-as found, Avith 
AA'hich they attempted to scrape their Avay 
out of the darkness, each one Avorking un- 
til his hand'Avas Avell nigh paralyzed, and 
he sank back faint and sick. 
After long 
and tedious Avork, the light broke through 
the bottom of the ship. A handkerchief 
was hoisted. 
Help came. Tliey Avere taken 
on board the vessel and saved. Did eA-,er 
men come so near a Avatery grave Avitho'ut 
dropping into it? 
H O A V narroAvly they es- 
caped!—escaped only "Avith \he skin of 
their teeth." 


There are men who liaA^e been capsized 
of evil passions, and capsized mid-occan, 
and thej' are a thousand miles aAvay from 
any shore of help. 
They haA'c for years 
been trying to dig their Avay out. They 
have been digging away and digging.aAvay, 
but they can never be delivered unless they 
hoist the signal of distress. 
HoAvcA'cr weak 
and feeble they may be, Christ Avill see it, 
and bear down upon the helpless craft and 
take them on board; and it Avill be knoAvn 
in earth and in heaven hoAV narroAvly they 
escaped—"escaped as with the skin of their 
teeth." 


There are others who, in attempting to 
come to God, must run betAveen a great 
manj' business perplexities. 
If a man go 
OA-er to business at 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and comes aAvay at 3 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, he has some time for religion; but 
hoAv shall you find time for religious con- 
templation A v h e n you are driven from sun- 
rise to sunset, and have been for live years 
going behind in business, and are fre- 
quently dunned by creditors whom you can- 
not pay, and AA'hen, from Monday morning 
until Saturday night, you are dodging bills 
that you cannot meet? You Avalk day by 
day in uncertainties that have kept your 
brain on fire for the past three years. Some 
Avith less business trouble than you have 
gone crazy. 
The clerk has heard a noise in 
the back counting room, and gone in and 
found the chief man a raA'ing maniac; or 
the Avife has heard the bang of a pistol in 
the back parlor, and gone in, stumbling 
OA-er the dead body of her husband—a sui- 
cide. 


There are in this house to-day three hun- 
dred men pursued, harrassed, trodden doAvn 
and scalped of business perplexities, and 
Avhich Avay to turn next they do not knoAV. | 
NOAV God Avill not be hard on you. He j 
knoAVS AA'hat obstacles are in the Avay of j 
your being a Christian, and your first effort | 
in the right direction he Avill croAvn 
A v i t h j 
success. Do not let Satan, A v i t h cotton bales 
and kegs and hogsheads and counters and 
stocks of unsalable goods, block up your 
AA'ay to Heaven. 
Gather up all your 
ener- 
gies. 
Tighten the girdle about your loins. 
Take an agonizing look into the face of God 
and then say, "Here goes one grand effort 
for life eternal!" and then bound aAvay for 
Heaven, escaping as "with the skin of your 
teeth." 


In the last day it Avill be found that Hugh 
Latimer and John Knox and Huss and 
Bidley Avere not the greatest martyrs, but 
Christian men Avho went up incorrupt from 
the contaminations find perplexities of Wall 
street. Water street. Pearl street, 
Broad 
street. State street, and Third street. On 
earth they Avere called brokers, or stock 
jobbers, or retailers, or importers; but in 
HeaA-en, Christian heroes. No fagots Avere 
heaped about their feet; no Inquisition de- 
manded from them recantation; no sftldicr 
aimed a pike at theirj heart; but they had 
mental tortures compared Avith which all 
physical consuming is as the breath of a 
spring morning. 


I find in the community a large class of 
men Avho have been so -cheated, so lied 
about, so outrageously Avronged, that they 
haA'e lost their faith in everything. In a 
world Avhere everything seems so topsy- 
turvey they do not see how there can be 
any God. 
They are confounded and fren- 
zied and misanthropic. 
Elaborate argu- 
ments to prove to them the truth of Chris- 
tianity, or the truth of anything 
else, 
touch them 
nowhere. 
Hear me, all such 
men. 
I preach to you no rounded periods, 
no ornamental discourse, but put my hand 
on your shoulder and invite you into the 
peace of the gospel.% Here is a rock on 
which you may stand firm, though the 
waves dash against it harder than the 
Atlantic, pitchtog its surf clear above Eddy- 
stone lighthouse. 


Do not charge upon God all these troubles 
of the world. As long as the world stuck 
to God, God stuck to the world; but the 
earth seceded ironi his government, and 
hence all these outrages and all these woes. 
God is good. 
For many hundreds of years 
he has been coaxing the world to come 
back to him; but the more he has coaxed 
the more violent have men been In their 
resistance, and they have stepped back and 
back until they have dropped into ruin. 


this God, ye wbo have had the blood- 
hounds after vou. and who have thought 
that God had forgotten you. Try him and 
ifti9 wiU notkelp, a*ry hiifi; »bd, see 


if'he will not pardon. Trv hia, and see If 
he will not save. 
Thè flowers of the 
spring have no bloom so sweet as the 
flii,wering of Christ's affections. The sun 
Kath no warmth compared with the glow of 
his heart. The waters have no refreshment 
like! the fountain that will slake the thirst of 
thy soul. 
At the moment I the reindeer 
stands with his lip and nostril thrust in 
the cool moT^ntain torrent the hunter may 
be coming through the thicket. Without 
crackling a stick under his foot he comes 
close by the stag, aims his gun, draAvs the 
trigger, and the poor thing rears in its 
death agony and falls backAvard. its ant- 
lers crashing on the rocks ; but the panting 
heart that drinks from the Avater brooks of 
God's 
promise shaU neA'er 
be 
fatally 
Avounded and shall never die. 


The Avorld is a poor portion for your soul, 
oh business man! An Eastern king had 
j graven on his tomb tAvo fingers, represented 
as sounding upon each other Avith a snap, 
and under them the motto, "All is not worth 
that." 
Apicius CoDlius hanged himself be- 
cause his steAvai-d informed him that he had 
only eighty thousand pounds sterling left. 
All of this world's riches make but a small 
inheritance for a soul. 
Robespierre at- 
tempted to win the applause of "the world; 
but Av'hen he was dying a AA'oman came rush- 
•ing through the crowd, crying to him, "Mur- 
derer of my kindi-ed, descend to hell, cov- 
ered Avith the curses of CA'ery mother in 
France!" 
Many Avho haA^e expected the 
plaudits of the world have died under its 
Anathema Maranatha. 


Oh, find your peace in God. Make one 
strong pull for heaA-en. 
No half Avay AVork 
will do it. 
There sometimes comes a time 
on shipboard Avhen everything must bo 
sacrificed to saA-e the passengers. 
The 
cargo is nothing, the rigging nothing. The 
captain puts the trumpet to his lips and 
shouts, "CutaAvay the mast!" 
Some of you 
have been tossed and driven, and you have 
in your effort to keep the world Avell nigh 
lost your soul. 
Until you have decided this 
matter let everything else go. 
Overboard 
with all those other anxieties and burdens I 
You Avill haA'e to drop the sails of your 
pride, and cut aAA'ay the mast. 
With one 
earnest cry for help, put your cause into 
the hand of Him A V I I O helped Paul out of the 
breakers of Melita, and who. above the 
shrill blast of the wrathiest tempest that 
CA-er blackened the sky or shook the ocean, 
can hear the faintest imjloration for mercy. 


I shall go home to-day feeling that some 
of you, who have considered your case as 
hopeless, will take heart again, and' that, 
with a blood-red earnestness, such as you 
liaA-e ncA-er experienced before, you Avill 
start for the good land of the Gospel—at 
last to look back, saying: 
"What a risk I 
ran! 
Almost lost, but saved! 
Just got 
through, and no more! Escaped by the skin 
of my teeth."

Sagacity of Shell-Fish. 


A correspondent of Nature 
furnishes 
to that journal some curious observa- 
"tions upon the habits of common shell- 
fishes. 
The shrewdness shown by these 
unsightly creaturos will lead the reader 
to place them in a higher order of beings 
than they have been classed with here- 
tofore. 


An interesting fact, illustrating the 
ingenuity shown by more than on? 
species of cmstacea 
in 
concealing 
themselves, came under my notice lasi 
summer. 
Having dredged a number oi 
Amphipoda, I placed them in a vessel 
of^ea-water till I could examine them. 


Among them I noticed what seemed 
to be a piece of dead weed swimming 
rapidly about, and occasionally falling 
to the bottom. 
Examination showed 
that the piece of weed was carried by 
an amphipod, which gasped it by the 
two first pairs of walking legs. 
When 
it came to the bottom, the animal Con- 
ceal-ed itself beneath the weed, which 
was much lai'ger than itself. 


In connection with this habit it may 
be mentioned that another species re- 
sembles the 
first-named 
minutely in 
every respect but one, namely; that the 
first has the claws immensely developed, 
while at the base of the next joint are 
two or three strong, blunt 
spines 01 
tubercles, into which the point of the 
claw fits. This appears to give the lat- 
ter species a great advantage over its 
congener in grasping an object for pur- 
poses of concealment. 


Another species has the I^st or hind- 
most pair of legs of a shrunken and ap- 
parently almost abortive form. 
They 
appear to be used for walking, and are 
generally carried turned up on the back; 
but they are sometimes utilized to carry 
the A'alve of a bivalve mollusk ovei 
their back, under which they can squat 
and hide. 


From this it is an easy transition 
through various stages to the hermit 
crabs which ensconce themselves alto- 
gether in a univalve shell, and use the 
curiously abortive hind limbs to cling 
to the inside whorls. 
My friend, Sur- 
geon-Major Archer, has seen crabs pro- 
tecting themselves, probably from the 
scorching tropical sun, at low tide, on 
the mud flats at Singapore by carrying 
large leaves over their backs.

THE TERROR OF BATTLE. 


Few Cowards ISver Go to War.—It Is Only 
Brave Alen Who face the Grtm Monster 
on the Battle-Field. 
During the war we used to read of 
companies falling back, regiments giv- 
ing ground and brigades becoming de- 
moralized, and the average, reader took 
it for cowardice and openly 
expressed 
his contempt. 
No man ever went into 
battle twice alike. 
No company, regi- 
ment or brigade were ever 
situated 
twice alike. » A man may be very brave 
in one battle and very timid in the next. 
His physical and mental conditions have 
much to do with it. A private 
soldier 
knows the position of his entire brigade 
in a fight. If the position is a strong 
one he is encouraged; if the flanks are 
exposed or the defenses are weak he is 
nervous and apprehensive. 


It is a grand stake the soldier plays 
for in battle. 
If he wins he may live on 
until the next fight. If he loses he gets 
a headstone in a National cemetery. 
I 
can not make you understand the situ- 
ation better than to give you personal 
experiences. 
The great majority of 
soldiers had the same feeling and passed 
through the same experiences. 


At first Bull Run my brigade gained 
ground for several hours. 
This, with a 
small loss of men, kept us encouraged. 
Indeed it was hard for the officers to re- 
strain us. 
Every man was hopeful -and 
determined, and any single 
company 
would have charged a regiment. T h e 
panic had upset thousands before it 
touched us. Indeed the retreat had 
been going on two hours before we got 
word. 
We were Avell in hand and ready 
to advance when the news reached us. 
In fiA'e minutes every man was shaky. 
In ten minutes men whose faces were 
powder-stained Avere sneaking out of 
the ranks to gain the rear. 
In a quar- 
ter of an hour half a company of Con- 
federates could have diiven the whole 
brigade like a flock of sheep. 
I saAV 
men cry like children. 
I saw others 
tremble and sit doAvn from weakness. 
Every fresj^ report added to the feeling 
of terror, and by and by jDride and dis- 
cipline gaA'e Avay to a grand rush, and it 
was every man for himself. 
!No one 
would stop to reason. 
No one cared 
A^'hether his comrade was ahead or be- 
hind. 
T h i s was called coAvardice, but 
it was not. 
It was panic—the terror of 
battle—a senseless but poAA-erful some- 
things Avhich seizes the bravest men and 
makes children of them. 


In the streets of Fredericksburg 
I 
saw Federal 
soldiers discharge 
their 
muskets into the air when the enemy 
was in point blank range. I saw plenty 
of them drop on their faces and trem- 
ble and groan and cry. 
This was a case 
where every man saw the hopelessness 
of attack. 
He felt that he was pushed 
forward to be shot 
doAvn. 
There Avas 
no way for retreat until the lines should 
fall back. 
On the other hand, the Con- 
sederate troops posted behind the stone 
wall at the foot of Mayre's Hill 
joked 
and smoked and were in the highest 
spirits, feeling themselves secure from 
bullets, and knowing they could beat 
back any force. 
One of them told 
me that after taking dead aim on thir- 
teen different men and dropping every 
one of them he refrained from firing for 
the next quarter of an hour out of sheer 
pity for the human targets being shoved 
up to meet death. 


At MalA-ern Hill my regiment lay in 
the dry bed of a creeJi at the foot of the 
elevation. 
It was a natural 
rifie-pit, 
and sheltered us so Avell that Ave only 
had a slight loss in killed and Avounded. 
As the Confederates charged across the 
fields we felt to pity them.

charge, and when it came every man 
was cool and calm and confident. One 
band of prisoners numbering 
about 
thirty was led past us on their way to 
the rear, and I noticed that many 
were 
crying and all werre Avhitefaced. 
I have 
seen the best and the oldest fighters 
Avin their medals in one battle and show 
the Avhite feather in the next. 
I saAV a 
Second Lieutenant almost cry for the 
privilege of leading a charge at Antie- 
tam, and yet at Chantilly he fell into a 
ditch and pretended to be hit so as to 
drop behind in the charge. 
Cowards 
never go to war. 
If they 
get into the 
ranks through the draft they desert or 
commit suicide. 
It is only brave men 
who 
face 
the 
grim monster on a 
field of battle, and next to the foe his 
worst enemy is a terror which seizes 
him as a chill or feA'er might come on, 
and there is no remedy for it except to 
get aAvay from the screaming missiles of 
death until one's nerA-e and sand re- 
turns.—Detroit Free 
Presa.

The attendance at the cironit court 
rooms last night, notwithstanding the 
drenching rain that fell, to listen to the 
address of W. H. JKliver, general vice- 
president of the International tJnion of 
eaipenters and joiners, was very large. 
Mri Kliver comes from the ranks of 
labor and is well qualified to discuss 
the issues which are so vital to the 
classes he represents. 
He is a fluent 
talker, full of good argument for his 
cause, and his words held the audience 
attentive listeners until the close of his 
address. 


He opened by alluding to the trouble 
now existing between the carpenters 
and the Master Builders* association in 
thM city and explained the purpose of 
the meeting as being one to review the 
issues of the hour in a practical manner. 
He gave an interesting and. detailed 
history of the labor movement and told 
how on account of the use of improved 
machinery, it became necessary years 
ago in Australia to adopt the eight- 
hour law and how it had worked to the 
advantage of everybody concerned. 


The present eight-hour movement in 
this country, he said, was bom in the 
carpenters' union in Chicago in 1886, 
and become general amongst the trades 
unions, but the only ones who gained 
and profited by it werfe the bricklayers, 
who are to-day the highest paid mechan- 
ics in the building trade. 
The late 
fight of the carpenters in Chicago for 
Ahe eight-hour day was then alluded to, 
and he said he believed the ten-hour 
day had been buried there forever and 
better wages obtained, as would be the 
case here if the carpenters stood firm in 
their demands. 


The average wages of a carpenter in 
this city, he was informed, was $416 per 
year, $144 of which mast go for rent, 
$40 for fuel, $15 for car fare, $25 to 
keep up a chest of tools, and many 
other incidental expenses, leaving $190 
to clothe and feed himself and family 
and pay his general expenses. This," he 
thought was unjust to this class of 
workmen, and the contractors should 
grant them the increase which they 
asked. 


He spoke frequently of the "red 
hatchet and saw men," and said he did 
not believe twenty-five cents an hour 
was too much for any kind of a carpen- 
ter. Let the scale of wages com- 
mence at that point, and let the 
better class of workmen be graded 
in regard to the amount of wages they 
received by their respective abiliiies. 
This was just and right. He said he 
was not here to cause a strike, but to lay 
the matter before the public and show 
that they were right. Some bosses have 
already signed the agreeinent, and if 
any trouble occurred those bosses will 
not be tied up, but can have all the men 
they need. 


The 
secretary read the agreement 
which the carpenters have prepared for 
the union and bosses to sign, which is a 
remodeling of the one published in the 


SENTINEZJ a few days ago. It provides 
nine hours as a day's work, $2.25 a day, 
car fares for all distances over two miles 
and the refusal of union men to work 
with any non-union men who shall re- 
fuse to become members after one week's 
notice to do so. 


The conclusion of the speech is thus 
given by the morning Journal: 


The speaker then went on to explain 
that the agreement did not compel the 
contractor to hire a man he did not 
want to, but did not allow any one boss 
to fix the fate of a man whom he con- 
sidered not worth the money. Three or 
four men should first make a statement 
that they did not consider a man worth 
it and he would probably be allowed to 
work for a lower rate of wages. 


Some people stated that if the hours 
were shortened more time would be 
spent in saloons, but in the organiza- 
tions where the demands had been 
granted there was 50 per cent, 
less 
drunkenness than before. 
And even if 
they did drink some, 
take 100 carpen- 
100 bosses, and there was as

The •Klnc of IVahomy feanus 
JPeaee In JEU« Country.

LONDON, May 9.—The latest advices 
from Africa represent the king of 
Dahomy as very tired of his wfr against 
the French. He had expected to over- 
whelm the small French garrison on the 
coast at one blow and either capture or 
drive them into the sea, and when his 
troops returned discomfited from the de- 
fences of Kotenow he was so enraged 
that he promptly béheaded the general 
in command and followed up the act 
with a slaughter of several more of his 
officers next day. 
This severity, how- 
ever, had a contrary effect to what he 
expected and many of his troops de- 
serted, some seeking refuge within the 
French lines. 
The bombardment of 
Whydah had added to the dis^st of the 
Dahomians, who had been accustomed 
to regard their monarch as invincible 
and almost divine, and the king is said 
to be in some fear of. an outbreak among 
his subjects. 
The French 'will not make 
peace without an effort to put a stop to 
the inhuman sacrifices of human life, 
which accompanies late ceremonies in 
Dahomny, and the king will be requir- 
ed to give indemnify for the loss of life 
and property he has caused the French. 


The question of taking the control of 
charitable institutions from the priests 
and placing it in the hands of civil 
power, is arousing bitter controvel«y in 
the Italian parliament. 
Thé govern- 
ment does not find unanimity for the 
measure among its own supporters and 
they are straining every influence they 
possess to secure its de eat. 
The bill, 
however, will probably pass.

At Salt Lake our party broke up, un- 
able to pro further, and most of its mem- 
bers went into tlie Mormon Church in 
order to derive the benefits, temiDoral, 
of the order' 
I recruited there, and 
when the spring got settled, went on 
into Nevada, and was one of the i3arty 
to malie a new trail through the

I became familiar with the country 
between the Salt Lake Basin 
and

By 1857 I was 
on the Overland, 
and held the

I went into Southern Utah and took up 
land 
and became a rancher.

I could talk Injin as well as I 
could United States, and never had any 
trouble with the vermin because I was 
always careful to give them no chance 
to think that I Avas an enemy to them. 
They knew me all over the coitntry in 
TJtaii and Nevada, and were as friendly 
as it was jjossible for them to be with 
any one u^jon whom they look with 
continual susi^icion.

»HERE is little 
if 
any economy in buy- 
ing cheap oranges, 
writes Allen Fore- 
man in the Laclieii' 
Home Journal. 
As 
a rule, there is more 
pulp and juice in one 
solid "Floiida," for 
which jou will / pay 
three or four cents 
during the season, 
. than, in- fiye of the 
eheai^er fruit, which 
sold as low as a cent 
apiece. 
' 
Until the 
last 
few 
years, 
since 
oranges have become popularized, it 
was a matter of no little difficulty and 
concern to those who desired to eat 
gracefully to hit ujion the best way to 
eat 
an 
orange. 
The 
thick, easily 
broken skin of the Spanish and Kalian 
oranges admitted of but lifctlo variation 
i n method. 
T h e 
skin was carefully 
removed and the 
fruit separated in 
i t s 
natural s e c- 
tions, and 
eaten 
piece by 
p i e c e . 
"With t|ie 
thin, 
tough peel and ten- 
der^ interior skin of the Florida orange 
this was a matter of greater difficulty. 
Fastidious people objected to the style 
which is the delight of childhood, viz., 
punching a hole in the orange with the 
forefinger 
and extracKug the juice 
by pressure and suction, and soon 
the 
fashion 
was 
set 
of 
dividing 
the 
orange 
in 
halves 
at 
the 
equator, 
if 
the 
expression 
may 
be permitted, and digging out the pulp 
with a teaspoon. 
tSome- genius im- 
l^roved upon this by cutting off only a 
small slice at the top of the orange, at 
about the arctic circle, so to speak, 
then -with a sharp knife cutting out the 
core; a second circular cut 3nst inside 
the skin separates the pnip, and if the 
operation is dexterously performed the 
fruit can be eaten with a spoon without 
sj)illing a drojj of the juice, a recom- 
iinendation whicli has made it more 
[popular than any other method. 
The 
[native Sicilian, who does not care if he 
does get a little of the juice smeared 
Tipon his countenance, takes liis long, 
sharp knife—every Sicilian carries a 
Jong, sharp Jinife for family purjooses, 
as he generally has a vendetta or two 
bn hand—and cuts the orange spirally 
around, so that it 
b e c o m e s a long 
strip of peel and 
jjulp. 
He 
grabs 
this strip at either 
end and draws it 
rai^idly across his 
mouth, 
absorbing 
t h e 
j u i c e as it 
passes. 
It is not pretty, but it is re- 
markably effective. 
A modification of 
this style is practiced in the United 
(States and used to be known as "New 
Orleans' fashion." 
It consists in divid- 
ing the orange diagonally into four sec- 
tions, cutting across the core. 
It is 
not, however, considered good form by 
orange experts. 


Oranges 
are grown all over the 
Semi-tropical 
world. 
Spain, 
Italy, 
.Northern Africa, China, Southern Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Cuba, and Palestine 
send their quota of the fruit to the 
great markets. 
But for excellence the 
Florida orange takes the lead. Florida 
produces a larger variety of oranges 
and brings them to" greater jDerfection 
than any other region in the orange 
belt. 
Wheth<^.r this is to be attributed 
to the soil, the climate, or to methods 
of cultivation has not been definitely 
decided, though I fancy the latter 
cause has the most to do with the ex- 
cellence of the Florida fruit. 


Another fashion of eating an orange 
—which is considerable trouble and 
has but little to recommend it on score 
of elegance—is to cut just through the 
skin at the equator and by carefully 
turing the peel back form a cup of the 
skin at each jDole of the orange. 
The 
pulp is then bitten off around and 
'around, as a school-boy eats an apple. 
"While this style keeps the hands com- 
paratively clean, it smears the face 


most unpleasantly. 
The same objec- 
tion may be urged against the fashion 
of peeling the orange on a fork and 
holding it in that way while eating it. 


Some people thrust a fork into the 
core of an orange, peel the fruit, and 
then slice it as one would an apple, 
,losing thereby a large quantity of the 
juice. At a dinner-table, if the orange- 
knives are very sharp—a circumstance 
that rarely happens, by the way—this 
is perhaps as good a way as any. 
It is 
simple and makes no fuss, and there is 
an air of refinement aboui touching the 
,fruit only with the knife and fork, if it 
•be gracefully done, which recommends 
it to many people. 


With a mandarin orange, which, as 
iits name suggests, originated in China, 
¡none of these methods are practicable. 
'The mandarin is a delicate little fruit, 
iwith a strong musky flj^or, and its 
tender sldn tits as loosefy upon the 
pulp as does the silken coat of its celes- 
tian namesake. 
Like the Italian and 


• Spanish oranges, its inner sldn is dry, 
land it can be readily peeled and divid- 
ed into sections. 
Its first cousin, .the 
jtangarine, whose habitat is Algiers and 
'Northern Africa, is a trifle larger, not 
quite so musky, but possesses all the 
other pecidiarities of the mandarin. 


There is HO doubt that the orange has 
,'been brought to its highest i)erfection 
fin Florida ; larger, juicier, and fuller- 
flavored fruit comes from the groves of 
!that State 
t h a n 
from any other part 
of the world. Flor- 
lida 
malaiia does 
not affect the or- 
iange orchards, and 
it is said that orange 
growers utilize the 
di0ease b j getting up in an orange tree 
when thej feel a chill coming on, And 
let the ague shake down the fruit. 
The navel orange, so called from the 
pectiliar appearance of the blossom cap. 
at the-lower end, is a true seedless 
orangée, aad 
probably, stands 
£rst 
among orangé lovers.' It has . hardly 
ADj fx>re, the flesh is solid and juiey, 


land the skin is thin 
and smooth. 
Tangarines, 
mandarins, 
sweet 
and 
sour oranges seem to thrive equally 
well ori' the sandy SOÜÍ which looks 
as 
if 
it 
wotdd 
not 
support 
a 
blade of grass. 
Orange-growers say 
that the long ta.p-root of the orange 
tree pierces through the sand into the 
primeval swamp which underlies all 
Florida, and it sucks nui-ishment from 
the same source whence the orange- 
grower gets his chills and fever. 
How- 
ever that may be,¡ the fact remains that 
Florida is rapidly approaching the 
point where she can supply the world 
^with oranges. 
There is no more beau- 
tiful sight in the world than a Florida 
packing-barn during the season, great 
heajDS of the yellow fruit piled up 
higher than a man's head; thejDungent 
fragrance and the brilliant color de- 
light the senses, and the low price« 
that they net home, after transporta- 
tion and commissions are deducted, 
make the farmer wild. 


A word or two as to the methods of 
serving oranges at table may not be 
amiss here. A simple-way is to remove 
, . 
the peel from the 
toji and bottom of 
the fruit, leaving a 
girdle 
about) 
an 
inch wide all about 
the equator; sever 
this at one 
side, 
and carefully sep- 
arate the sections 
from 
each 
other, 
leaving 
them 
all 
attached 
to 
the 
strip 
of 
akin. 
Another fashion which is ef- 
fective for table-dressing is to cut the 
skin 
on 
lines 
of longitude, 
leav- 
ing 
the 
sectioB^ 
attached 
at 
the 
south iiole. In #??sliiug up a dish of or- 
anges x>repared in this vray some of the 
points of the peel may be bent forward 
under the orange and others be allowed 
to s t a n d loosely 
away 
from 
t h e 
f r u i t . 
Carefully 
done this makes a i 
orange look like i 
large yellow fiowe 
with a white cent( i 
Sliced oranges i í 
too familiar a dish 
to require any con; • 
ment, but a very palatable modifica- 
tion is to alternate in the dish layers of 
sliced banana and sliced orange and 
cover the whole with a frosting- of 
desiccated cocoannt. 
The oranges do 
not look quite so pretty if the slices 
are cut ¿parallel with the core rather 
than across it, but they are easier to 
eat. 
But every housewife knows of 
dozens of ways of fixing oraiiges for 
the table. 
After all an orange is some- 
thing like a watermelon. 
However 
beautiful and palatable it maybe when 
l^repared for the table, it never tastes 
quite so sweet as ^'hen it is plucked 
from the tree and sucked witu the ^-ig- 
orous assistance of both hands to 
squeeze out the j aice.

fN age ago the Ver- 
' mont fai-mer and 
his boys, in the fall 
of the year when 
harvest was ended, 
would take their ax- 
es and hie to some 
hard-:wooded locali- 
ty 
well 
stocked 
withmaples and lay 
out for a spring su- 
p:ar 
c a m p a i g n . 
H e a d q u a r t e r s 
would be establish- 
ed near some mam- 
moth rock; ofttimes this was so located 
that it furnished shelter in time of storm 
and.gave a bed for the night. 
A plan 
of operations Avas then decided uj^on. 
Young trees about one and one-half 
feet in diameter were cut down, cut ui? 
about two feet in length, and then dug 
out,making troughs holding not far from 
four or five gallons. When 200 or 300 
of these had been .manufactured, large 
maples were selected, and by the side 
of each was placed one of these troughs. 
Then a cord or two of wood was gath- 
;ered and piled ux? against a rock, two 
biglogs—called back-logs—were placed 
in jiosition to suj^x^ort the kettle, and 
some large tree near by was cut down 
and that dug out into one immense 
trough for storage. 
This work would 
use U15 the best part of a week, one of 
the number going liome at night to 
look after the stock and to bring back 
in the morning the brown bread, pork 
and beans. 


About the middle of March the old 
"five-pail kittle" was unearthed; the 
hand-sled which had been doing ser- 
vice all winter was ordered up; pork, 
beans, a few potatoes, and several 
loaves of home-made bread, with a few 
dozen of eggs, were gathered together, 
placed on the sled, and the kettle 
turned over them; and two young men, 
with snow-shoes, an ax, two or three 
pails, the family flint-lock, some pow- 
der and shot, and a good supply of 
"punk"—an article found in decayed 
wood, which is about as combustible as

tissue paper or young oratory—and two 
blankets, started out for nearly two 
months of "sugaring." 
Upon reaching 
the rock the first thing in order was a 
fire, but there were no matches then, 
so the old musket was brought into 
service. 
One anan held the "punk" 
near the flint-hammer and caught a 
sjDark. 
This he nursed, and soon had 
shavings from a shingle ablaze, and 
later a big fire, wliich was never al- 
lowed to go out until of no further use. 
At once the old troughs -were looked 
up, an ugly gash was made in a fine 
maple, then "gouged," and a spout 
Avas driven in 
to carry the sap to 
;the 
trough, 
and 
when 
the 
sun 
shone sufficiently the tree gave forth 
its sweetness. Then the manufacturers 
of sugar saddled their neck-yokes and 
gathered in the sap, ofttimes Avalking 
one-half a mile to secure two pailfuls, 
which made about one-half of a pound 
of .sugar, such as it was. 
An early 
breakfast, dinner as near meridian as 
the eye and stomach could judge, and 
"tea" when work was done, comforted 
the inner man. 
For Java and Mocha 
sirup Avas a substitute, for sirloin of 
beef a fine slice of pork or the best of 
,ham broiled on coals, and an ample 
supply of brown bread and roasted jDota- 
toes made up a repast that Avould do 
the stomach of royalty good. 
For din- 
ner a few boiled eggs oroke the mo- 
notony, and "at tea" most anything that 
was left was eaten. 
At the end of six 
weeks,'^'Avhen t h e party took account of 
stock, they usually liad, all told, 200 
pounds of sugar as black as Ethiopia 
and flavored with snoAV, rain, eA'ery- 
thing that came off the trees, and now 
and then the body of a forlorn mouse 
or daring chipmunk Avho ventured too 
near the trough. 
This was ¡mre Ver- 
mont maple sugar something like 100 
years ago. 


Another generation realized that the 
world moA-ed, and we find a shanty in 
some fine grove of maples filled with 
300 or 400 buckets, and sometimes 
more. 
Outside is an arch for a kettle, 
not built of cut stone, but of material 
easiest at command. 
This is not an 
isolated sj^ot; peoi^le here come and 
go; the "sugar place" is near-by home; 
the wife or daughter at noon time 
brings up the dinner, and a good din- 
ner it is; there is a small kettle at 
command and a "sugar off" is then in 
order, and an hour's sport that king, 
prince, or potentate might envy, but 
not covet. 
To the assuming daughter 
of papa, to say nothing of the com- 
placent 
manipulator 
of 
the type- 
writer, the idea of a girl tramping a

mile or two in the Avoods, carrying din- 
ner for inen'dressed 'in cokfi^ wo^ens, 
may not be pleasant, but could they 
see that girl,, -with her dinner-paii; or 
"waxing sugar" with honest, haMy 
men, they would realize that ther^ is 
such a thing in life as enjoyment. Oft- 
times it is found niecessary to boil sap 
all night in order to catch up Avith the 
flow of sap, and during a "big run** 
this sometimes lasts for a week. 
Then 
nearly the entire family moves to tlie 
bush. 
The Jbead of Jbhe house gets a 
litt](e sleep while the''^^e or some of

the children keep the kettle full and 
the fire "a-humping."' A "humping 
fire" is what the sugar-maker always 
enjoys. 
Ofttimes these sugar orcha rds 
are neai: each other,' a^d family visits 
are in order, and some love-making is 
indulged in. 
Xiads and . lasses play 
"high-low-jack," and watch the fire, 
kettle, and each other. 


In the old days a very respectable 
quality of sugar was made, but only a 
little more than was necessary for home 
use, although 100 pounds or so some- 
times was exchanged for store pay. 
The farmer who then controlled a sugar 
orchard of 300 or 400 trees was rec- 
ognized as one of the biggest men in 
town. 
At the present time the farmer 
is not content with less than 1,000 
trees, and he holds them as precious 
as the owner of an orange orchard does 
his fruifc trees. 
Every young maple is 
carefally looked after. 
If there is a 


útry

scrub oak, beech, birch near by to im- 
pede its growth it is cut into firewood. 
Many an orchard to-day is so cleared 
of fallen timbers and imderbrush that, 
in the summer months one can drive 
over nearly every portion of it with a 
horse and buggy. 
The small streams 
are bridged and good roads are found 
on all sides. 
If there be a cheerful 
spot on earth during 
the summer 
months it's the farmer's sugar place. 
Here are the finest songsters in the 
Avorld, and the squirrel is the prince of 
the field. Many farmers will not alloAV 
a gun to be taken into a sugar-bush 
and ofttimes in the spring they jslace 
in easy reach of the squirrels near the 
sugar-house a few ears of corn, because 
they enjoy the comjjany of the lively 
creatures^ 
which 
often 
are 
quite 
domestic. 


To-day the maple sugar-bush is in 
GA^ery Avay truly homelike. 
Near the 
center of fifty or more acres of hard- 
wood timber land—mostly majjle, a few 
beech and birch—you find a commodi- 
ous sugar-house, one room of which is 
much larger than the entire house of 
seventy years ago. In this Avell-floored 
room are stored the buckets during the 
summer, and in the springtime it is 
used for kitchen, recef>tion-room, par- 
lor. or dance hall. 
In it you will see a 
fine brick arch, an evaporator, and 
ample storage-room for the sap, while 
outside is a thrifty pair of oxen yoked 
to a gathering sled, on which is a tub 
holding from twenty-five to forty pails. 
Like the rest, the oxen take their din- 
ner in the Avoods, and five or six 
"rounds" are considered a good day's 
Avork. 
Three hundred pails a day is 
called good Avork. 
This sap is draAvn 
to the sugar-house, and from a long 
spout is couA^eyed to large storage- 
tubs, and thence to the evaporator, or 
pan, kettles haA'ing long since been 
discarded. 
The evaporator is of mal- 
leable iron partitioned off. 
The sap, 
entering at the head of the arch, me- 
anders across the pan a dozen times or 
so, and on reaching the foot a heavy, 
clear, and pure sirup is produced. This 
is carefully set aside until "sngaring- 
off" day comes, Avhen it is cooked still 
more and is ready for the tub or caking. 


About twice each Aveek the owner of

a sugar bush has a sugaring-off party. 
First all the old folks for miles around 
come in on ox-sleds and on foot, and a 
good old-fashioned time is enjoyed. 
No one seems to realize that they are 
growing old. 
Later on the coming 
generation are on hand and buxom 
girls, hopeful young men, maidens, and 
boys gather at the sugar-house. 
They 
are in for a good time." First there 
may be a tug-of-war, Avith snow-balls, 
in which the girls take an actiA'e j)art, 
and a' Vermont girl can throAV a snoAV- 
ball with hitting effect. 
She uses 
more precision firing at a young man 
for whom she has no admiration than 
when she tries to "shoo a hen" off the 
garden patch. 
When the war is over 
the manufacture of paddles is in order. 
T o eat s u g a r with a spoon in t h e woods 
would be regarded as a violation of all 
t h e rules of etiquette. 
S o t h e 
young 
m a n takes his " b e s t g i r l " one side, and 
selecting a sofa— -usually a large log, 
or if lighter furniture is required two 
buckets are inverted—they sit down 
and commence Avork on their paddles. 
The paddles being made, down to the 
sugar-house they go, secure a pint or 
more of the sirup, and start for a snow- 
bank, upon which they pour it. 
This 
at once hardens and furnishes a sugar 
repast that can not be excelled. 
For 
a quarter of a mile about the sugar- 
house you will see these pairs cooing 
and eating maple sugar in its primitive 
state.

The New Postage-Stamps. 


On Washington's birthday, February 
22, 1890, an entire new series of post- 
age-stamps Avere_ issued, 
comprising 
the siame denominations as those which 
they displaced. 
The stamps differ in 
form from the old series, being about 
one-eighth smaller in size and nearly 
square. 


The designs contain as the leading 
feature the portraits of personage^of 
great eminence in American history. 
The portraits are in medallion, AA'ith a 
heaA'ily shaded background, and set 
in an 
ornamental 
frame containing 
the Avords and figures expressive of the 
object and value of the stamps. 


The one-cent stamp contains a pro- 
file bust, after liubricht, of Benjamin 
Franklin, printed in ultramarine blue. 


On the two-cent stamp is a profile 
bust, after Houdon, of George Wash- 
ington, looking to the left, on an oval 
disk, printed in carmine. 


The three-cent stamp is a profile 
bust, after Powers, of AndreAv Jackson, 
on an ovel disk, brinted in purple. 


The four-cent stamp contains a por- 
trait of Abraham Lincoln, after a pho- 
tograph from life, three-quai-ters face, 
looking to the right. 
The color is 
chocolate. 


On the five-cent stamp is a portrait 
of General Grant, after a photograph 
from life, three-quarters face, looking 
to the right, color light-broAvn. 


The six-cent denomination has a por- 
trait of James A. Garfield, after a pho- 
tograph from life, three-quarters face. 
The color of the stami) has not yet been 
fully determined upon. 


The ten-cent stamp contains a por- 
trait of Daniel Webster, after a daguer- 
reotype from life, three-quarters face, 
looking to the left, color milori green. 


The fifteen-cent denomination has a 
portrait of Henry Clay, after a daguer- 
reotype from life. The color is deepblue. 


On the thirty-cent stamp is a profile 
bust of Thomas Jefferson, after Co- 
racchi, color black. 


The ninety-cent denomination con- 
tains a profile bust of Commodore O. 
H. Perry, after Walcott's statue. 
The 
color is orange. 


The old stamps will of course con- 
tinue to be received in payment of i?ost- 
age, but no more will be printed. 


Ther£ will be no change in the cur- 
rent special delivery, postage dne, or 
neAvspaper 
and 
jjeriodical 
stamps; 
neither Avill the stamps on the stamped 
envelopes or on the letter-sheet envel- 
opes be changed at present.

—Its Wonderfta Cttnxatic Influence.

ITH a ohart of the 
world before us, we 
notice that on either 
side 
the Channel 
t h e r e 
a r e 
t w o 
countries, one, En- 
_ ;land, 
celebrated 
ifor its mild, genial 
"^climate, a climate 
Ithat will 
i")rodnc6 
^nearly any agricul- 
t u r a1 
p r o d u c t 
known to the civilized world, a climate 
that presents the greatest attraction 
on account of its salubriousness to vis- 
itors from all quarters of the globe, a 
climate very favorable to _ good health 
and longevity, but possibly not friend- 
ly, by virtue "of its mildness, to great 
intellectual activity. 
The other coun- 
try—Scandinavia—directly opposite, is 
almost the reverse of this; the sum- 
mers are vei-y short and cool, the win- 
ters long and severe, nearly all agri- 
cultural products, native grasses and 
forests, are of stunted growth, 
the 
entire 
country 
seemingly cold and 
desolate. 
Why is this ? What physi- 
cal causes are 
resjjonsible for this 
wide difference in the climate and 
productions of 
two countries nearly 
in the same 
degree 
of 
latitude? 
For, 
other 
things 
being 
equal, 
the 
same 
latitude 
indicates 
the 
same temperature, one of the 
first 
things taught in the primary geogra- 
l^hies, but the rule does not apply to 
England and Norway by any means. 


Continuing the observation of the 
chart, looking away down among the 
troinc seas, and 
south 
torrid zone, 
imaginary belts or di\'isions directing 
us where to look for heat and cold, and 
between the two, the temperate cli- 
mate, we shall see what is called the 
Gulf Stream, and as it'winds its way, 
sometimes ci'ooked and as often straight 
throngh the ocean, we tind it nearly 
touches the shore of England, but fails 
to approach that of Scandinavia. Now, 
as this stream, a mighty river, has its 
origin in torrid countries, its fountain 
head is not only hot water but the stream 
itself as it Hows sluggishly 
throngh 
the seas of the torrid zone—everything 
but sin and immorality moves slow in 
tropic countries—it loses none of its 
heat, but when it strikes the temper- 
ate and colder zones, in obedience to 
that inscrutable decree of physics, its 
motion becomes more ra] ¡id, and by the 
time this channel separating these two 
coiintries is reached the Gulf Stream 
has developed into a tempestuous tor- 
rent, a raging river, and. as it washes 
the shores of England it dei;o3its its 
freight of heated vapor on what would 
olherwise be the same cold country as 
Norway and Sweden. 


These two countries are wai'med by 
the same sun, and its rays strike each 
at the same angle, hence so far as the 
sun's power of itself is concerned, tlie 
countries 
are 
alike beuefiti-d; 
but 
what the sun fails to do the Giilf 
Stream completes, what heat is lack- 
ing the Gulf Stream supplies, 
and 
away north it makes another 
turn, 
but comes back to warm and moisten 
the vineyards of France, but leaves 
those beautiful countries across the 
way, but in the same latitude, out in 
the cold. 


If it were possible to change the 
current and general course of 
this 
mighty river, the Gulf Stream. Avhat 
gigantic changes would be wrought on 
the earth's surface. 
Cold, barren, n,!jd 
desolate countries would bloom and 
blossom .as the rose; sandy deserts 
would be covei'ed with rank verdure, 
and icy j^lains become dense forests 
and jungles; mighty monarchies would 
disappear, 
kingdoms, 
powers, 
and 
governments would be only known in 
history; entire continents, seas and 
islands would be changed; 
animals 
would perish and new species would 
take their place; the vegetable king- 
dom as now found in certain sections 
would wither and decay, new species 
would spring up and feed upon their 
ruins, as they did in prehistoric ages. 


This giant river in the ocean seems a 
strange phenomenon. 
In the severest 
droughts 
it 
never fails, 
and 
in 
t h e 
mightiest floods it never ovei-iiows. 
I t 
never gets on a rampage, nor 
goes o u t 
of the 
even 
tenor 
of 
its 
prescribed 
course. 
I t s banks and its bottom ai-e 
of 
cold water, so salty it 
cannot 
be 
drank, but its current is warm, and 
its.water approaches in chemical purity 
doubly 
distilled 
rain-water. 
Its 
source is in the Gulf 
of 
Mexico, 
and it empties 
itself 
away up in 
the 
frigidest 
of 
frigid 
zones, 
the 
northern arctic seas, where the foot 
of man has never been known to tread. 


The entire world, so far as explored, 
does not contain such another majestic 
flow of water. 
Its current is more 
rapid than the Mississippi or the Ama- 
zon, and its volume more than ten thou- 
sand times greater. 
Its waters 
are 
fresh, and away out from the coast of 
Carolina are of indigo blue. These are 
so distinctly marked that the line of 
demarkation that separates this river 
from the ocean may be traced by 
the unaided eye. 
Often one-half the 
ship may be seen floating in this river 
while the other half is in the common 
water of the sea, so sharjj is the line 
and the lack of affinity between these 
waters; and stich, too, the reluctance, 
so to speak, on the part of that of the 
Gulf Stream to mingle with the com- 
mon water of the sea. 


In addition to tliis there is another 
very peculiar fact. 
The fishermen on 
the coast of Norway are supplied with 
wood from the tropics by the 
Gulf 
Stream. 
Think of the arctic fishermen 
burning upon their hearths the palms 
of Hayti, the mahogany of Honduras, 
and the precious woods of the Amazon 
and the Orinoco. 
But it is a fact, well 
known to travelers, that such is the 
case and many other equal phenomena 
that may be discussed at another time.

THE CAKPESiTEHS 


.Listen to & Stirring Address on the 


Labor Indues by Yii-e-1'resldetit 


Hli^er. of Their I'nion. 


The attendance at the circuit court 


rooms last night, notwithstanding the 
drenching rain that fell, to listen to the 
address of W. H. Kliver, general vice- 
president of the International Union of 
carpenters and joiners, •sas very large. 
Mr. Klher comes from the ranks of 
labor and is well qualified to discuss 
the issues •nhich are so vital to the 
classes he represents. 
He is a iluent 


talker, full of good argument for his 
cause, and his words held the audience 
attentive listeners until the close of his 
address. 


He opened by alluding to the trouble 


now existing between the carpenters 
and the Master Builders' association in 
tliis city and explained the purpo&e of 
the meeting as being one to review the 
issues of the hour in a practical manner. 
Ho gave an interesting aud detailed 
history of the labor movement and told 
how on account of the use of improved 
machinery, it became necessary years 
ago in Australia to adopt the eight- 
hour law and how it had v, orked to the 
advantage of everybody concerned. 


The present eight-hour movement in 


this country, he said, was born in the 
carpenters' union in Chicago in 1886, 
and become general amongst the trades 
unions, but tho only ones who gained 
and profited by it were the bricklayers, 
who are to-day the highest paid mechan- 
ics in the building trade. 
Tho late 


fight of the carpenters in Chicago for 
.the eight-hour day was then alluded to, 
and he said he believed the ten-hour 
day had been buried there forever aud 
better wages obtained, as would be the 
case here if the carpenters stood firm in 
their demands. 


The average wages of a carpenter in 


this city, he was informed, was §416 per 
year, 8144 of which must go for rent, 
840 for fuel, $15 for car fare, 825 to 
keep up a chest of tools, and many 
other incidental expenses, leaving $190 
to clothe and feed himself and family 
and pay his general expenses. This,' he 
thought, was unjust to this class of 
workmen, and the contractors should 
grant them the increase which they 
asked. 


He spoke frequently of the "red 


hatchet and saw men," and said he did 
not believe twenty-five cents an hour 
was too much for any kind of a carpen- 
ter. Let the 
scale of wages com- 


mence at that point, and 
let 
the 


better class of workmen be graded 
in regard to the amount of wages they 
received by their respective abiliiies. 
This was just and right. He said he 
was not here to cause a strike, but to lay 
the matter before the public and show 
that they were right. Some bosses have 
already signed the agreement, and if 
any trouble occurred those bosses will 
not be tied up, but can have all the men 
they need. 


The secretary read the agreement 


which the carpenters have prepared for 
the union and bosses to sign, which is a 
remodeling of the one published in the 
SENTINEL a few days ago. 
It provides 


nine hours as a day's work, §2.25 a day, 
car fares for all distances over two miles 
and the refusal of union men to work 
with any non-union men who shall re- 
fuse to become members after one week's 
notice to do so. 


The conclusion of the speech is thus 


given by the morning Journal: 


The speaker then went on to explain 


that the agreement did not compel the 
contractor to hire a man he did not 
want to, but did not allow any one boss 
to fix the fate of a man whom he con- 
sidered not worth the money. Three or 
four men should first make a statement 
that they did not consider a man worth 
it and he would probably be allowed to 
work for a lower rate of wages. 


Some people stated that if the hours 


were shortened more time would be 
spent in saloons, but in the organiza- 
tions where the demands had been 
granted there was 50 per cent, less 
drunkenness than before. 
And even if 


they did drink some, take 100 carpen- 
ters and 100 bosses, and there was as 
many drinking men among the bosses 
as among the employes. 


"When you leave the hall go out to 


work in your own interest and do every- 
thing in a gentlemanly manner and do 
not let your angry passions carry you 
away, and when I return Monday I 
hope to see the whole matter settled, 
but if it cannot be settled the men will 
be called away from every contractor 
who does not sign the agreement," he 
said in conclusion. 


Mr. Kliver left for Milwaukee last 


night, but will return Monday to assist 
in the prosecution of Mitchell, now in 
jail here for securing money from the 
Carpenters' union under false pretences.

TIKKU OF « AH. 


The Kins of Uahomy Yearns for 


Peace iu llis Country. 


LONDON, May 9.—The latest advices 


from Africa represent the 
king of 


Dahomy as very tired of his war against 
the French, He had expected to over- 
whelm the small French garrison on the 
coast at one blow and either capture or 
drive them into the sea, and when his 
troops returned discomfited from the de- 
fences of Kotenow he was so enraged 
that he promptly beheaded the general 
iu command and followed up the act 
•n ith a slaughter of several more of his 
officeis next day. 
This severity, hott- 


er er, had a contrary effect to what he 
expected and many of his troops de- 
serted, some seeking refuge within the 
French lines. 
The bombardment of 


Whydah had added to the disgust of the 
Dahomiaus, who had been accustomed 
to regard their monarch as invincible 
and almost divine, and the king is said 
to be in some fear of an outbieak among 
his subjects. The French will not make 
peace without an effort to put a stop to 
the inhuman sacrifices of human life, 
which accompanies late ceremonies in 
Dahomuy, and the king will be requir- 
ed to ghe indemnity for the loss of life 
and property he has caused the French. 


The question of taking the control of 


charitable institutions from the priests 
and placing it in tho hands of civil 
power, is arousing bitter controversy in 
the Italian parliament. 
The govern- 


ment does not find unanimity for the 
measure among its own supporters and 
they are stmining every influence they 
possess to secure its de eat. 
The bill, 


however, will probably pass. 


The military exhibition at the Chel- 


sea hospital, which was opened on 
Wednesday with due ceremonies, is one 
of the most memorable exhibitions that 
tho country has ever witnessed and is 
filled with memorials of England's 
greatest campaigns. The occasion has 
brought out contributions from all over 
the kingdom of trophies aud other ar- 
ticles connected with famous battles, 
the queen having sent some contribu- 
tions from Windsor Castle.

As , 
a nilc, there is more 
pulp and jnieuinone 
solid 'Tloiida," for 
which you will pay , 
tlii'i e. or four cents , 
during the season, ' 
than in- five of the ] 
cheaper fruit, which 


may possibly be s-old as low as a cent 
apiece. 


Until the last 
few years, since 


oranges ime become populavi/id, it 
was a matter of 1:0 little iliflieulty aiul 
concern to those who desired to eat 
gracefully to hit uj on the best way to 
eat 
au oiauge. 
The thick, easily 


broken skin of the Spani-h and Italian 
oranges admitted of but little variation 
i n method. The 
bkiu was carefully 
remo\ ed a n d the 
fruit separated i'l 
its natural sec- 
tions-, and eaten 
piece by piece. 
With tlje 
thin, 


tough peel and ten- 
, 


der" interior skin of the Florida orange 
this was a matter of greater difficulty. 
Fastidious people objected to the st.yle 
which is the delight of childhood. \i'/.., 
punching a hole iu the orange with the 
forefinger 
and extracting the juice 


by pressure and suction, and soon 
the 
fashion was 
set 
of 
dividing 


the 
orange 
in 
halves 
at 
the 


equator, 
if 
the

be permitted, and digging out the pulp 
with a teaspoon. 
Home- genius im- 


proved upon this by cutting off only a 
small slice at the top of the orange, at 
about tho arctic circle, so to speak, 
then with a sharp knife cutting out the 
core; a second circular cut just inside 
the skin separates the pulp, and if the 
operation is dexterously performed the 
fruit can be eat en with a spoon without 
spilling a drop of the juice, a iccom- 
jaeudation which, has made it more 
(popular than any other method. 
The 


(native Sicilian, who does not care if he 
does get a little of the jxiice smeared 
upon his countenance, takes Ids long, 
sharp knife-—every Sicilian carries a 
Jong, sharp knife for family purposes, 
as he generally has a vendetta or two 
on hand—and cuts the orange spirally 


around, so that it 
becomes a long 
strip of peel and 
pulp. 
He grabs 


this strip at either 
end and draws it 
rapidly across his 
mouth', 
absorbing 


the juice as it 


passes. It is not pretty, but it is re- 
markably effective. 
A modification of 


this style is practiced in the United 
States aud used to be known as ''New 
Orleans' fashion." It consists in divid- 
ing the orange diagonally into four sec- 
tions, cutting across the core. It is 
not, however, considered good form by 
orange experts. 


Oranges are grown all over the 


semi-tropical 
world. 
Spain, Italy, 


.Northern Africa, China, Southern Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Cuba, aud Palestine 
send their qu6ta of the fruit to the 
great markets. 
But for excellence the 


Florida orange takes the lead. Florida 
produces a larger variety of oranges 
and brings them to' greater perfection 
than any other region in the orange 
belt. Whether this is to be attributed 
to the soil, the climate, or to methods 
of cultivation has not been definitely 
'decided, though I fancy the latter 
cause has the most to do with the ex- 
cellence of the Florida fruit. 


Another fashion of eating au orange 


—which is considerable trouble and 
has but little to recommend it on score 
of elegance—is to cut just through the 
skin at the equator aud by carefully 
taring the peel back form a cup of tho 
skin at each polo of the orange. 
The 


pulp is then bitten off around and 
'around, as a school-boy eats an apple. 
While this style keeps the hands com- 
paratively clean, it smears the face 


most unpleasantly. The same objec- 
tion may be urged against the fashion 
of peeling tho orange on a fork and 
holding it in that way while eating it. 


Some people thrust a fork into the 


core of an orange, peel the fruit, and 
then slice it as one would an apple, 
.losing thereby a large quantity of the 
juice. At a dinner-table, if the orange- 
'knives are very sharp—a circumstance 
that rarely happens, by the way—this 
is perhaps as good a way as any. It is 
simple aud makes no fuss, and there is 
•an air of refinement about touching the 
ifruit only with the knife and fork, if it 
'be gracefully done, which recommends 
•it to many people. 


"With a mandarin orange, which, as 


^ts name suggests, originated in China, 
.none of these methods are practicable. 
•The mandarin is a delicate little fruit, 
with a strong musky flavor, and its 
tender skin tits as loosc^J- upon the 
pulp as does the silken coat of its celes- 
tian namesake. Like the Italian and 
'Spanish oranges, its inner skin is dry, 
,and it can bo readily peeled and divid- 
ed into sections. Its first cousin, .the 
tangarine, whose habitat is Algiers and 
Northern Africa, is a trifle larger, not 
quite so musky, but possesses all the 
other peculiarities of the mandarin. 


There is no doubt that the orange has 


,becn brought to its highest perfection 
in Florida; larger, juicier, and fuller- 
flavored fruit comes from the groves of 
'that State than 
from any ot her part 
of the world. Flor- 
•ida malaria does 
not affect the or- 
'ange orchards, and 
itissaid that orange 
growers utilize the 
disease by getting up in an orange tree 
when they feel a chill coming on, aud 
let the'ague shake down the fruit. 
The navel orange, so called from the 
pecnliar appearance of the blossom cup 
at the lower end, is a true seedless 
orange, and probably stands 
first 


among orange lovers. It has hardly 
an/ core, the ilesh is solid and juicy, 


and the skin is thin and smooth. 
TttDgarines, 
mandarins, sweet 
and 


sour 01 tinges seem to thrive equally 
well on the sandy soil which looks 
as 
if 
it would 
not 
support 
a 


blade of gnf-s. 
Orange-growers say 


that the long tap-root of the orange 
tree ] ienvs tlnough the sand into the 
prime-.ul .swamp which underlies all 
Florida, and it sucks nurishi.ient fiom 
the Mime Munce whence the oiange- 
grinvor gets his chills and fever. How- 
ever that m»y be, the fact remains that 
Florida is rapidly app;caching the 
point wheie she can supply the world 
with oiai:ges. There is •»> more beau- 
tiful -sight iu the world than a Florida 
1 acking bsin during the >e.. -on, great 
heaps, of the yellow iruit piled up 
hi,u;lii r th.v.i a man's head; the pungent 
fiagrance and the brilliuut color de- 
light the souses, ulid tile low price? 
that they net home, after transporta- 
tion ond cominis-ions are deducted, 
make the fanner wild. 


A woid or t-.\o as to the methods of

done this makes- an 
orange look like a,.*, 
large yellow flower'' 
with a white center. 
Sliced oranges is 
too familiar a dish 
to require any con; 
ment. but a very palatable modifica- 
tion is to alternate in the dish layers of 
sliced banana aud sliced orange and 
cover tho whole with a frosting of 
desiccated cocoanut. The oranges do 
not look quite so pretty if the slices 
are cut i ar.illel with the core rather 
than across it, but they are easier to 
eat. But every houseuifc knows of 
dozens of ways of fixing oranges for 
the table. After all an oiange is some- 
thing like a watermelon. 
Ho«e\er 


hcaut'ful and palatable it mavbe when 
prepared for the table, it never taste- 
quite so sweet as tvhen it is plucked 
from the tree and sucked witn the vig- 
orous assistance of both hands to 
squeeze out the juice.

"five-pail kittle" was unearthed; the 
hand-sled which had been doing ser- 
vice all winter was ordered up: pork, 
beans, a few potatoe-i, and several 
loaves of home-made broad, with a few 
dozen of eggs, were gathered together, 
placed on the sled, and the kettle 
turned over them; and two young men, 
with snow-shoes, an ax, two or three 
pails, the family flint-lock, some pow- 
der aud shot, and a good supply of 
"punk"—an article found in decayed 
wood, which is about as combustible as

months of "sugaring." Vpon reaching 
the rock the first thiug iu order was a 
fire, but there were no matches then, 
so the old musket was brought into 
service. One juan held the '"punk" 
near the flint-hammer and caught a 
spark. 
This he nursed, and soon had 


shavings from a shingle ablaze, and 
later a big fire, which was never al- 
lowed to go out until of no further use. 
At once the old troughs were looked 
up, an ugly gash was made in a fine 
maple, then "gouged," and a spout 
was driven in to carry the sap to 
the trough, 
and 
when 
the 
sun 


shone sufficiently the tree gave forth 
its sweetness. Then the manufacturers 
of sugar saddled their neck-yokes and 
gathered in the sap, ofttimes walking 
one-half a mile to secure two pailfuls, 
which made about one-half of a pound 
of sugar, such as it was. An early 
breakfast, dinner as near meridian a*s 
the eye and stomach could judge, and 
"tea" when work was done, comforted 
the inner man. For Java and Mocha 
sirup was a substitute, for sirloin of 


j beef a fine slice of pork or the best of 


ham broiled on coals, and an ample 
supply of brown bread and roasted pota- 
toes made up a repast that would do 
the stomach of royalty good. For din- 
ner a few boiled eggs woke the mo- 
notony, raid ''at tea" most anything that 
was left was eaten. At the' end of six 
weeks,' when the party took account of 
stock, they usually had, all told, 200 
pounds of sugar as black as Ethiopia 
and flavored with snow, rain, every- 
thing that came off the trees, and now 
and then the body of a forlorn mouse 
or daring chipmunk who ventured loo 
near the trough. This was pure Ver- 
mont maple sugar something like 100 
years ago. 


Another generation realized that the 


world moved, and we find a shanty in 
•some fine grove of maples filled with 
300 or 400 buckets, and sometimes 
more. 
Outside is an arch for a kettle, 


not built of cut stone, but of material 
easiest at command. This is not an 
isolated spot; people here come and 
go; the "sugar place" it, near-by home; 
the wife or daughter at noon time 
brings up the dinner, and a good din- 
ner it is; there is a small kettle at 
command r.nd a "sugar off" is then in 
order, and an hour's sport that king, 
prince, or potentate might envy, but 
not covet.

sil'ub oak, beech, birch, near by to im- 
pede its growth it is cut into firewood. 
Many an orchaid to-day is so cleared 
of fallen timbers and underbrush that, 
in the summer months one can drive 
over nearly every portion of it with a 
horse and buggy. The small streams 
are bridged and good roads are found 
on all sides. If there be a cheerful 
spot on earth dm ing 
the summer 


months it's the farmer's sugar place. 
Here are the finest songsters in the 
v orld, and the squirrel is the prince of 
the iield. Many farmers will not allow 
a gun to be taken into a sugar-bnsli 
and ofttimes in the spring they place 
in easy reach of the squirrels near the 
sugar-house a few ears of corn, because 
they enjoy the company of the lively 
creatures, 
which often 
are quite 


domestic. 


To-day the maple sugar-bush is in 


every v, ay truly homelike. 
Xear the 


center of fifty or moro acres of hard- 
wood timber land—mostly maple, a few 
beech and birch—you find a commodi- 
ous sugar-house, one room of which is 
much larger than tho entire house of 
seventy years ago. In this well-floored 
room are stored the buckets during the 
summer, and in the springtime it is 
used for kitchen, reception-room, par- 
lor, or dance hall. In it you will see a 
fine brick arch, an evaporator, and 
ample storage-room for tho sap, while 
outside is a thrifty pair of oxeu yoked 
to a gathering sled, on which is a tub 
holding from twenty-five to forty pails. 
Like the rest, the oxen take their din- 
ner iu the woods, and five or six 
"rounds" are considered a good day's 
work. Three hundred pails a day is 
called good v. ork. This sap is drawn 
to the sugar-house, and from a long 
spout is conveyed to large storage- 
tubs, and thence to the evaporator, or 
pan, kettles having long since been 
discarded. 
The evaporator is of mal- 


leable iron partitioned off. 
The sap, 


entering at the head of the arch, me- 
anders across the pan a dozen times or 
so, and on reaching the foot a heavy, 
clear, and pure sirup is produced. This 
is carefully set aside until "sugaring- 
off" day comes, when it is cooked still 
more and is ready for the tub or caking. 


About twice each week the owner of

a sugar bush has a sugaring-off party. 
First all the old folks for miles around 
come in on ox-sleds and on foot, and a 
good old-fashioned time is enjoyed. 
No one seems to realize that they are 
growing old. Later on the coming 
generation are on hand and buxom 
girls, hopeful young men. maidens, and 
boys gather at the sugar-house. 
They 


are in for a good time. First there 
may bo a tug-of-war, with snow-balls, 
in which the girls take an active part, 
and a Vermont giii can throw a snow- 
ball with hitting effect. 
She us.es 


more precision firing at a young man 
for whom she has no admiration than 
when she tries to "shoo a hen" off the 
garden patch. When the war is over 
the manufacture of paddles is in order. 
To eat sugar with a spoon in the woods 
would be regarded as a violation of all 
the rules of etiquette. So the young 
man takes his "best girl" one side, and 
selecting a sofa- usually a large log, 
or if lighter furniture is'reiuired two 
buckets are inverted—they sit down 
and commence work on their paddles. 
The paddles being made, down to the 
sugar-house they go, secure a pint or 
more of the sirup, and start for a snow- 
bank, upon which they pour it. 
This 


at once hardens and furnishes a sugar 
repast that can not be excelled. For 
n quarter of a mile about the sugar- 
house you w ill see these pairs cooing 
and eating maple sugar in its primitive 
state.

Why is this? 
What physi- 


cal causes are 
responsible for this 


wide difference in the climate and 
productions of two count lies nearly 
in the same 
degree 
of latitude? 


For, 
other 
things 
being 
equal, 


the 
same 
latitude indicates 
tho 


same temperature, one of the first 
things taught in the primary geogra- 
phies-, but the rule does not apply to 
England and Norway by any means. 


Continuing the obsenation of the 


chart, looking away down among the 
tropic seas, and south torrid V.one, 
imaginary belts or divisions directing 
us where to look for heat and cold, and 
between the two, tho temperate cli- 
mate, we shall see what is called the 
Gulf Stream, and as it'winds its way, 
sometimes crooked aud as often straight 
through the ocean, we find it nearly 
touches the shore of England, but fails 
to approach that of Scandinavia. No-.v, 
as this stream, a mighty river, has its 
origin in torrid countries, its fountain 
head is not only hot water but the stream 
itself as it flows sluggishly 
through 


the seas of the torrid xone—everything 
but sin and immorality moves slow in 
tropic countries—it loses none of its 
heat, but when it strikes the temper- 
ate aud colder /ones, in obedience to 
that inscrutable decree of physics, its 
motion becomes more raj-id, and by the 
time this channel separating these two 
countries is reached the Gulf Stream 
has developed into a tempestuous tor- 
rent, a raging river, and. as it washes 
the shores of England it deposits its 
freight of heated vapor on what would 
otherwise be the same cold country as 
Norway ami Sweden. 


These two countries are warmed by 


the same sun, aud its rays strike each 
at the same angle, hence so far as the 
sun's power of itself is concerned, the 
countries are alike benefited; bnt 
what tho sun fails to do the Gulf 
Stream completes, what heat is lack- 
ing the Gulf Stream supplies, and 
away north it makes another turn, 
but comes back to warm and moisten, 
the vineyards of Fiance, but leaves 
those beautiful countries across the 
way, but in the same latitude, out in 
the cold. 


Tf it were possible to change the 


current and general course of this 
mighty river, the Gulf Stream, what 
gigantic changes would be wrought on 
the earth's surface. 
Cold, barren, aud 


desolate countries would bloom and 
blossom .as the rose; sandy deserts 
would be covered with rank verdure, 
and icy plains become dense forests 
and jungles; mighty monarchies would 
disappear, 
kingdoms, 
powers, and 


governments would be only known in 
history; entire continents, seas and 
islands would be changed; 
animals 


would perish and new species would 
take their place; the vegetable king- 
dom as now found in certain sections 
would wither and decay, new species 
would spring up and feed upon their 
ruins, as they did in prehistoric ages. 


This giant river in the ocean seems a 


strange phenomenon. In the severest 
droughts it, never fails, and in the 
mightiest Hoods it never overflows, 
tt 


never gets on a rampage, nor goes out 
of the even tenor of its prescribed 
course. 
Its banks and its bottom are 


of cold water, so salty it cannot be 
drank, but its current is warm, and 
its.water approaches in chemical purity 
doubly 
distilled 
rain-water. 
Its 


source is in the Gulf of Mexico, 
and it empties itself 
away up in 


the 
frigidest of 
frigid 
zones, the 


northern arctic seas, where the foot 
of man has never been known to tread. 


The entire world, so far as explored, 


does not contain such another majestic 
flow of water. Its current is moro 
rapid than the Mississippi or the Ama- 
zon, and its volume more than ten thou- 
sand times greater. 
Its waters are 


fresh, and away out from the coast of 
Carolina are of indigo blue. These are 
so distinctly marked that the line of 
domaikation that separates this river 
from the ocean may be traced by 
the unaided eye. 
Often ouc-half the 


ship may bo seen floating in this river 
while the other half is in the common 
water of the sea. so sharp is the line 
aud the lack of atlinity between these 
waters; and such, too, the reluctance, 
so to speak, on the part of that of the 
Gulf Stream to mingle with the com- 
mon water of the sea. 


In addition to this there is another 


veiy peculiar fact. 
The fishermen on 


the coast of Xoruay are supplied with 
wood from the tropics by the Gulf 
Stream. Think of tho arctic fishermen 
burning upon their hearths the palms 
of Hayti, the mahogany of Honduras, 
and the precious woods of the Amazon 
and the Orinoco. But it is a fact, well 
known to travelers, that such is tho 
case and many other equal phenomena 
that may be discussed at another time.

which tho carpenters have prepared for 
the union and bosses to sign, which is a 
remodeling of the one published iu the 
BE.STIKKL a few days ago. 
It provides 


nine hoars as a day's work, 82,25 a day, 
car fares foe all distances over two miles 
and the refusal of union men to work 
with any non-union men who shall re- 
fuse to become members after one week's 
notice to do so. 


The conclusion of tho speech is thus 


given by the morning Journal: 


The speaker then went on to explain 


that the agreement did not compel the 
contractor to hire a man he did not 
want to, but did not allow any one boss 
to fix the fate of a man whom he con- 
sidered not worth the money. Three or 
bur men should first make a statement 
that they did not consider a man worth 
it and he would probably be allowed to 
work for a lower rate of wages. 


Some people stated that if the hours 


were shortened more time would be 
spent in saloons, but in the organiza- 
tions where tbe demands had been 
granted there wan 50 per cent, less 
drunkenness than before.

they did drink some, take 100 carpen 
tors and 100 bosses, aud there was at 
many drinking men among the bossc 
as among the employes. 


"When you leave the hall go out t( 


work in your own interest and do every 
thing in a gentlemanly manner and d 
not let your angry passions carry yoi 
away, and when I return Monday 
hope to see the whole matter settled 
but if it cannot be settled the men wi 
be called away from every contracto 
who does not aign the agreement," h 
said in conclusion.

Home peoplo thrust, a fork into the 


core of an orange, peel the fruit, and 
then slice it as one -would an apple, 
jlosing thereby a laigc quantity of tho 
juice. At a dinner-table, if the orange- 
'knivcs are very sharp—a circumstance 
that rarely happens, by the way—this 
is perhaps as good a way as any. It is 
simple and makes no fuss, and there is 
•an air of refinement about touching tho 
,fruit only with the knife and fork, if it 
:be gracefully done, which recommend: 
'it to many people. 


"With a mandarin orange, which, a: 


its name suggests, originated in China, 
.none of these methods are practicable.
